1977 IBS Winter Meeting 
Agenda Items 


1. Accept or reject rulebook as rewrit- 
ten. It has been used for a trial 
period of one year. 

2. Establish rule to forbid selling 
alcoholic beverages on club pre- 
mises until after the days shooting is 
completed and include such rule on 
the match contract. 

3. Authorize the match schedule chair- 
man to schedule matches for 1977 
and the first 1/3 of 1978. 

4. (Refer to item No. 7 1976 minutes.) 
Minimum flag size is to be spelled 
out as an agenda item. Cloth strips 
measuring 1-1/2” x 24” minimum are 
considered adequate. Ex. Board 
opinion is that if certain competitors 
feel the present flag situation is not 
satisfactory they should consider 
bringing their own flags. This ap- 
pears to be a very popular practice 
in N.B.R.S.A. 

5. Consider 1|.B.S. official recognition 
of 100 and 200 yd. Hunter Cham- 
pionship from 1976 on. (Carried over 
from last year.) 

6. Remove the words ‘“‘Suspend Fire” 
and use only the words ‘‘Cease 
Fire’ to stop firing for any reason.

7. Change range officer command rule 
to re-standardize count down on 
cease fire as follows: 2 minutes, 1 
minute, 30 sec., 15 sec., 10 sec., 5 
sec., ceasefire. 

8. Instruct the current President and 
Officers of |.B.S. to make contact 
with N.B.R.S.A. leadership and at- 
tempt to establish an agreement for 
one, and only one set of group and 
Agg. records.

6mm INTERNATIONAL 


Recently | acquired a used, but ex- 
cellent, 40X Remington in 6mm Interna- 
tional. As | have not ever played around 
with this cartridge, and haven’t found 
much written about it, | thought | might 
write to you. 

If it is not too much trouble | would ap- 
preciate any information you can give 
me as | believe it is one of your crea- 
tions. Specifically, what load does 
Remington use to meet their accuracy 
requirements?

My experience with the 6mm Interna- 
tional is fairly old. The load that worked 
the best for me was 30 grains of 3031 
with the 70 to 75 grain flat base bullets 
made in Biehler dies. The newer 70 grain 
boat tails should work even better, but 
could take slightly more powder. The In- 
ternational is no longer chambered in 
the 40X. The load used for accuracy test- 
ing was the same as quoted using 
Detsch bullets. 

Now it is possible that a slower 
powder such as 4895 or one of the 
slower Hodgdon powders might give 


better accuracy with the bullets seated 
to touch the lands. The Hodgdon stick 
powders made in Scotland are doing 
very well for bench rest shooters. 

The 6mm International was originally 
developed for the Fort Benning AAMU 
as a 300 meter cartridge. However, 6mm 
bullets of the required quality were not 
available at that time and the .30 caliber 
bullets developed at Fort Benning for the 
.308 (7.64 NATO) were finally made by 
Remington and eventually Sierra. The 
168 grain Hollow Point Boat Tail was the 
outgrowth of their work. There are still 
no bullets in the 6mm with long range 
characteristics and accuracy equivalent 
to the 168 HPBT .30 cal. 

Editors Note: The Speer Reloading 
Manual No. 9 and the Sierra supple- 
ments carry data on the 6mm Interna- 
tional.

A set of 
charges were thrown with 4198, 4895 
and H322 to check on matters. If the set- 
ting on one measure was put on the 
other it came out well within .1 on my 
scale. | believe the ability of these 
measures to throw matching charges is 
better than my ability to measure them. 
Honestly! 

In fact, to check it out, | threw half a 
block with one measure and half with the 
other. Mixing the loaded rounds in a 
group gave no difference in impact or 
grouping ability. 

| now have a measure to use at home 
and one to carry in my loading box. Such 
complete faith allows me more time to 
worry about the real problems of shoot- 
ing; those that | am constantly making 
myself.

BORE CARE 


There seems to be a lot being written 
of late about how to properly clean rifle 
bores. All kinds of cleaning procedures 
and cleaning concoctions have been 
recommended. There appears to be a 
trend back to cleaning methods and for- 
mulas that were necessary some 
decades ago, before the improvement in 
barrel rifling methods, bullet jackets and 
primer mixtures. 

A barrel today, even without lapping, 
comes with a much better finish, the out- 
growth of button rifling rather than cut- 
ting. Jacket copper is very uniform from 
maker to maker. Gone are the days when

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jackets were soft as butter or harder 
than the hinges of Hades. Our primer 
mixtures are no longer made of com- 
pounds which, if allowed to rest in the 
barrel for any amount of time, will eat 
away the rifling. 

A soft jacketed bullet is rare today, but 
one does manage to show up now and 
again. Normal cleaning with Hoppes will 
usually remove it. A barrel that has a 
copper build-up problem all the time 
needs some work done on it by your 
gunsmith for something is wrong. Lack 
of cleaning at regular intervals, particu- 
larly with very new or very old barrels, is 
often the cause. 

The only thing left behind from pri- 
mers today is a substance much like 
glass, but harmless to barrels, and in 
minute quantities, which regular clean- 
ing removes. With the coming of the 
non-corrosive primer, manufacturers ad- 
vertised that no cleaning was necessary, 
and gunsmiths did a brisk business in 
barrel replacement. For, although the 
old shortcomings of primers, bullet 
metal and barrels were corrected, a new 
set of factors came along. 

First, the improvement in powders, 
cartridge design and, of course, the rifle 
actions to handle higher pressure. It is 
not uncommon in today’s cartridge to 
find the temperature inside at firing and 
just forward of the chamber reaching 
3,000 to 3,500 degrees F. Only because 
these temperatures are present for a few 
micro seconds is melting the bore pre- 
vented. But any foreign matter such as 
burnt powder particles and primer 
residue will burn fast and inbed itself 
into the metal. Normal cleaning at regu- 
lar intervals will get this fouling removed 
before it can become a major factor in 
rapid erosion. 

With more and more ball powders 
coming into use, both by the handloader 
and factory, powder fouling becomes a 
major problem. Ball powders leave 
behind a filthy barrel after burning, 


ee ee... 


much more so than IMR powders. Some 
have reportedly built up just forward of 
the chamber in a very few shots. This 
effects accuracy and if not promptly 
removed, will become nearly impossible 
to remove short of lapping. (The Win- 
chester line of ball powders is reportedly 
free of this problem yet it is a situation 
worth watching. R.R.M.) 

Frequent cleaning accomplishes two 
things: Maximum accuracy and prolong- 
ing of erosion deveopment. Erosion, 
once started, cannot be stopped. It can 
be controlled as to rate, however. 

Those who goof off at cleaning surely 
need strong concoctions when they do 
get around to cleaning. Those who clean 
every fifteen or twenty shots do not. The 
bench competitor cleans the first thing 
after his relay, perhaps with as few as 
seven shots fired. And he gets remarka- 
ble barrel life. Barrel life to the bench 
shooter means that period of time a bar- 
rel gives top accuracy, not acceptable 
accuracy. That period of time, or number 
of rounds fired, depends on a number of 
things: the barrel, the pressure and heat 
developed by the cartridge and bore 
diameter, along with proper cleaning. 

Other factors are introduced by the 
rifleman. The growth and popularity of 
scopes on all styles of rifles has resulted 
in the development of high combs on 
stocks; many higher than the center line 
of the bore. This requires the cleaning 
rod to enter the bore bent downward, 
and the rod rides on the bore walls with 
some pressure, wearing away the rifling. 
A properly fitted cleaning guide will help 
in this regard. Benchrest stocks stay 
away from high combs for this reason. 

The cleaning rod should be wiped 
clean often during cleaning to remove 
the fouling which accumulates. The 
fouling is abrasive and there isn’t much 
point in putting it back into the bore on 
the next pass of the rod. 

It has been suggested, in these pages 
| believe, that the first thing to dois runa 
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dry patch through the barrel and push 
out all loose powder residue. | think not. 
If the cleaning jag fits the barrel as close 
as it should, with a patch installed, there 
is a dandy chance that all that nice hard 
abrasive fouling will become imbedded 
in the patch before coming out the 
muzzle and grab the bore. With cleaning 
rod tightly locked fast, you have a sporty 
little problem. I’ve seen this a few times. 
If you feel a patch should go through 
first of all before the bore brush is used 
at least wet the patch with bore cleaner 
to act as a lubricant. 

It has been suggested that a certain 
percentage of bore cleaner and JB bore 
cleaner be mixed together and this con- 
coction be used on a regular basis for 
cleaning. It will indeed clean, but | have 
yet to talk to a barrel maker that goes for 
the idea. J.B. and, yes, Corbin Benchrest 
Bore Cleaner, have their place and | use 
both from time to time. Both are used 
after 150 to 200 rounds with special at- 
tention just forward of the chamber 
followed by special effort to remove all 
traces of these compounds before 
finishing the job with bore cleaner and 
patches. This practice, along with fre- 
quent cleaning, has given us excellent 
barrel life, and top accuracy. 


So what bore care really amounts to is 
regular, proper cleaning using a clean- 
ing guide in the action, a properly fitting 
brush and jag bore cleaner. In my view, 
any barrel that can’t be kept in top per- 
forming condition with these has some 
other problem or is worn out. The most 
important factor is the frequency with 
which the bore is cleaned.

on barrel life but it also saves on the all 
important time element. 

Certainly this practice takes lots of 
confidence in equipment. It also takes 
lots of nerve for one goof can ruin the 
whole show. 

For Myles both confidence and nerve 
were working that week as his winning 
ways revealed. Maybe | will start skip- 
ping my sighters for .385 groups at 200 
yards are not too hard to take.

This summer has been wet in the 
Johnstown area, to put it mildly. Rain 
was reported on 28 days in July and 
August began the same way. The host 
club looked to the nationals with great 
trepidation, as the chances for four rain- 
less days looked less probable than a 
new ice age. Experience with shooting 
in the rain during the last several years 
led to construction of a quickly mount- 
able “tin roof” for the moving backer. 
This proved effective, protecting the 
backer from a sudden cloudburst during 
the 200 yd. light varmint event. 

Additional ‘‘wet weather’ changes in

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the club grounds were made. The main 
road and parking area were repaved and 
the range road was gravel ballasted. A 
new wailing wall, which in addition, 
simplifies the most tedious job at a 
match, was installed during the last few 
days. 

The rains, including the back of hur- 
ricane Belle, continued; probably pre- 
venting some shooters from arriving 
early for a little pre-shoot familiarization 
with the range. Some hardy souls arrived 
Tuesday, and by Wednesday noon, tent 
city was beginning to form in the rented 
field behind the firing line.

Thursday morning began with a 
downpour. Miraculously the rain ceased 
for the sporter weigh-in, and although 
the humidity remained high and the in- 
fra-red heated the ground, to produce a 
good challenging mirage, the showers 
held off through the day. 104 shooters, 
on 3 relays, attempted to get through the 
100 yd. stage without being fooled at 
least once by the tricky conditions. 


Dave Hall was the 100 yard Sporter winner at 
.2660. 


Dave Hall, who took the New York 
State varmint championship here in 
June, was fooled least of all and led the 
sporter shooters with a .2660 aggregate 
for five record matches. 


Art Biensinger reigned supreme at the Light 
Varmint 100 yard line with a .2502. 


Arthur Blensinger used his great ex- 
perience on this range to advantage, 
and doped the afternoon well, leading 
the light varmint shooters with a 100 yd. 
aggregate of .2502 inches. 
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Myles Hollister began his winning ways at the 
200 yard Sporter contest. He captured that 
with a .2265. 


Friday’s weather was little different, as 
the 200 yd. stage of the light gun events 
began. Myles Hollister came on strong 
with his sporter and his .3265 MOA was 
not only enough for a 200 yd. win, but 
also gave him a .3110 sporter grand ag- 
gregate to edge out his Dunhams’ Bay 
compatriotes Al and Gordie Euber, with 
.3155 and .3409. aggregates respec- 
tively. 


Allie Euber was the Light Varmint 200 yard 
winner with .3778. He also picked up the 
Grand Aggregate win with a .2737. 


The afternoon’s light varmint event was 
won by Al Euber with .2778 MOA. This 
allowed him to turn the tables on Myles. 
Al finishing with a .2737 MOA for first 
light varmint grand aggregate and Myles 
with .2892 MOA for second. Fifer placed 
third with a .2941 MOA aggregate. 

The crowd began to swell again on 
Friday afternoon, and 155 shooters 
weighed in for the heavy varmint event 
Saturday morning. The new shooters 
were greeted by nearly the same shoot- 
ing conditions that prevailed for the 10 
1/2 LB events. 
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Lloyd Richards took charge of the 100 yard 
Heavy Varmint lead at an early stage. His 
-2510 was tops in that class. 


Lloyd Richards read the changing 
conditions through 7 elapsed hours, and 
came through with a .2510 aggregate. 

The heavy varmint shooters began 
their go at 200 yds. under very similar 
conditions at 8:00 Sunday morning, 
following a 50 gun salute in honor of 
Range Officer Roger Oaksford’s 50th 
Birthday. The longer range and the 
fatigue of 4 days resulted in a few 
crossfires, but superb officiating by P.J. 
Hart and T. Boise determined the proper 
responsibility for the questioned shots. 


David Palmisano, shooting in his first season 
proved that his Dad had a good shooting PPC 
by winning the Heavy Varmint 200 yard con- 
test with .3280, only .0002 ahead of Bob 
White. 


Junior shooter David Palmisano came 
on strong, and won the heavy varmint 
200 yd. stage with a fine .3280. Charles 
Fountaine was near the top on both legs 
however, and took the heavy varmint 
event with a .2975 grand aggregate. 
Jack Deming was second with .3153 
MOA and Myles Hollister’s .3283 MOA 
gained third.

Editors Note: While reading over the match report one odd caliber struck my eye. Lee Paulison won the cham- 
pionship with a 30 W.D.P. case. Just what was it? 

My first inclination was that this was some sort of creation by Walter D. Pereira, one of our staff and English- 
town shooter. A phone call verified this and the following information arrived for your eager eyes. 

Not all cartridges are the result of careful planning and ballistic study. At times the result is more of an experi- 
ment than it is of deliberateness. This is one of those cases. 

Lee wanted Walt to chamber the barrel for a 308 Winchester but Walt did not have a good reamer and his new 
one was not expected for some time. 

In looking around the only thing in stock which was even close was a 30-06 improved reamer. The plan was 
set. They would run the improved reamer into the barrel to the depth of the 308 case and make up a new 
cartridge. 

This being done they chambered a case forming die with the same reamer and went to work with loads and 
accuracy development. 

The 40 degree shoulder on the case reportedly has reduced the need for case trimming to a minimum. Case 
life is excellent and accuracy is all that could be desired. 

Walt reports that the powder capacity is about 1 grain less than the 308 Winchester and that standard 308 dies 
can be used for the neck sizing necessary to reload the cases. 

Now that we know what it is, what will its future be? R.R. M.

From Italy

Pizzoli Corrado of Bologna, Italy. Being 
somewhat of a reflection of the activity in 
that country | am sharing them with you 
at this time. 


The first picture is of a Light Varmint 
Rifle, not at all unlike ours with the ex- 
ception of the laminated light and dark 
wood. It is aRemington 222 on an XP100 
action with a Lyman 20X scope. This rifle 
is the winner of the 1976 A.I.T.B.R. 
championship. Congratulations to Mr.

The second rifle is a Heavy Benchrest 
rig in 308 Winchester. It is shown with a 
300 meter group listed as being 33mm in 
size.

URGENT FROM 
WINCHESTER 


NEW HAVEN, Oct. 1 — The 
Winchester Group of Olin Corporation is 
recalling one day’s production of 22- 
caliber long rifle ammunition following 
discovery that excessive pressure in 
some cartridges makes them potentially 
hazardous to shoot. 

The recall is for ammunition sold 
under the brand name Wildcat and iden- 
tified with code number LF62PY. The 
number is stamped on the inside tuck 
flap of each 50-round box and on the up- 
per right corner of the end panel of 
5,000-round cases. The ammunition 
being recalled was produced in late 
June, 1976. 

Anyone with such ammunition should 
return it to a dealer for replacement, the 
company said. 

Use of the affected cartridges could 
Cause personal injury, although no inj- 
uries have been reported and only a 
small fraction of one percent of some 
two-million rounds produced under the 
LF62PY identification is suspected of 
being defective, the company said.

Recently having had an old 38-55 rifle 
rebarreled with. a Douglas barrel in the 
same caliber, | had on hand 50 cases 
which were fired in the old barrel but 
would not chamber fully in the new tube, 
entering about 3/4 of the way and going 
no further. 

A simple matter when you own a 
modern full length sizing die, but having 
recourse only to my old Win. M 94 
reloader which did not squeeze those 
cases down quite enough to fully enter 
the new chamber, | was aware that | had 
to either get a f.l. die or scrap that nice 
lot of brass. 

| had new brass on order for over a 
month and was anxious to test the newly 
barreled rifle. | was in a dither as to how | 
could utilize those old hulls in the new 
chamber. Oh yes, | could buy a box of 20 
new loaded shells at about $8.00; but 
none of that for me! No sporting goods 
store in Toronto had a 38-55 sizer and 
ordering one meant weeks of delay. 

It is known that the subconscious 
mind will iron out a problem almost over- 
night and that is exactly what it did for 
me. When | awoke one morning a few 
days later | saw the answer to it. Scotch 
Tape! Scotch tape, you say . . . what’s 
that got to do with... 

Well, a single winding of Scotch tape 
around the brass and running it up into 
the old ’94 Tool might just constrict the

brass enough to facilitate its entrance 
fully into the new chamber. 

So ... Scotch Tape that old brass | 
did, first applying a single winding on 
the portion of the case that resisted 
entrance. | ran this up into the 94 tool, 
extracted it and tried it in the new cham- 
ber. No go... nota bit better, the rear 
end sticking out of the chamber as stub- 
born-like as an old mule entering a barn. 
Don’t give up | told myself. Now | tried a 
single wrapping of the sticky Scotch 
around the cases’s mid-section, ran it 
into the tool, extracted it, removed the 
tape (and when | did | could see an in- 
dentation in the brass in that area) and 
tried it in the chamber. Yipeee!! This 
time it entered about 1/4” further. 

A third wrapping around the forepart 
of the brass did the trick and the old hull 
entered easily. 

In miking the taped and untaped brass 
there was a difference of .0035-.004. 

Over a period of time | did the whole lot 
of 50 cases. 

So gentlemen .. . if you are ever con- 
fronted with a lot of brass and an old 
loader that won’t squeeze them down 
enough .. . get out the Scotch Tape!
